Martin Meehan 

Martin Meehan was appointed President of the University of Massachusetts 
in 2015. He served in the U.S. Congress from 1993 to 2007. During his 
congressional career he was deeply involved in the Northern Ireland peace 
process. During his time in the University of Massachusetts Lowell, he 
established the Centre for Irish Partnerships in 2009. The Letterkenny 
Institute of Technology was an early partner of the Centre for Irish 
Partnerships and this relationship is one that continues to thrive. 



Fraser Doherty 

Frazer Dohety MBE is the founder of the 100% fruit jam company - Super 
Jam is based in Scotland. He started the business at the age of 14 using his 
Donegal Grandmother's recipe. Super Jam was launched nationally in Waitrose 
11 years ago and has since gone on to sell millions of jars through thousands 
of stores around the world. The brand has become one of the most popular 
brands in counties such as South Korea. More recently, hefounded Beer 52, the 
world's largest craft beer club with more than 150,000 customers. It is one of 
Scotland's fastest growing companies. He was awarded an MBE by the 
Queen in 2015 for his service to business. 



Barbara Koster 

Barbara is the Board Chair of Pramerica Systems Ireland Ltd and is one of the 
founding members of Pramerica along with noted Irish Americans Bill Friel 
and Bob Golden. Barbara's commitment to Pramerica and to Donegal has 
been steadfast for over 17 years. Since announcing the launch of Pramerica
